AZ.CBULAHCE  FACILITIES . 

The  Ambulance  facilities  provided  are  satisfactory.  For 
infectious  dlooc<,oe  the  Council  itself  undertakes  removal.  The 
Ambulance  is  promptly  available  whenever  7/anted  and  no  delay  of 
removal  has  ever  occurred. 

The  Council  might  v/el.l  consider  the  question  of  making  an  annual 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  upkeep  of  the  ambulance  provided 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  for  the  removal  of  other  ca.s#=a  of 
disease. 

HUR3IHG  IE  THE  EOm. 


Hursing  in  the  home  continues  entirely  satisfactory.  Villages 
or  groups  of  villages  have  a  nurse  usually  equipped  with  a  motor 
car.  The  nurse  has  now  sufficient  time  for  her  cases.  There 

are  no  complaints  of  the  sick  wanting  sufficient  care  and  attention. 
The  local  Hospital  League  provides  on  loan  nursing  equipment  and 
utensils. 


TRSATWT  CEHTRE3  AlTD  CLIHICS . 


T'nere  are  no  treatment  or  clinic  centres  in  the  district, 
HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  public  hospitals  in  the  district  but  the  Yeatman 
Hospital  serves  this  Rural  area.  The  local  Hospital  League  annually 
consented  on  in  these  Reports  is  still  increasing,  there  no  being 
over  7,600  Members, 


The  infectious  diseases  arising  in  this  area  are  treated  by 
arrangement  v/ith  the  Urban  District  Council  in  the  latter's  hospital. 
There  is  sufficient  acconmiodation  and  no  delay  in  admission. 


There  v/ere  only  six  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  in  the  district 
last  year  and  of  v/hom  only  one  needed  hospital  treatment. 

The  provisional  arrangement  v/ith  the  Shaftesbury  Rural  Districc 
Council  for  the  treatment  of  small  pox  v/hen  it  arises  in  this 
neighbourhood  still  holds.

untrapped  ovx^'^site  se v'eral  hoTises  and  nuisance  still  occurs  through 
the  coni-^its  of  this^  sewer  opening  untreated  into  the  stream  at 
th«  j-urtner  end  of  the  village.  Th.ese  defects  should  be  remedied. 


Another  nuisance  of  a  similar  type  persists  in  Over  Compton 
where  a  mixture  of  this  type  contaminates  the  siiaall  stream  where 
cattle  drink.

CLOSET  ACCOiEIODATIOiT. 


Sloulj  but  surely^  conversions  of  pail  closets  to  v/ater  closets 
are  taking  place.  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  here  that  in  all  the 
nev/  Council  houses  the  Council  have  deteimined  to  provide  a  p.i-oed 

supply  and  in  the  future  to  insist  on  water  closets  and  bati.s 
oxid  auring  tne  past  year  the  Council  have  converted  10  houses  from 
pail  closets  to  'water  closets, 

PUBLIC  CLE^YTSIhC , 

ihe  Council  has  so  far  done  nothing  to  meet  the  problem  of 
refuse  collection.  The  most  casual  inspection  of  the  villages  shows 
aumps  of  old  tins  the  disposa,!  of  which  would  undoubtedly  be  a 
costly  mafccer  but  nevertheless  as  this  nuisance  is  increasing  v/ith 
tile  greater  use  that  the  :.nnabitants  make  of  tinned  food  some  steps 
will  have  to  be  taken  about  it.

Continuing  the  administration  of  the  193'?  Housing  Act  following 
the  survey  of  unsatisfactory  houses,  ^Demolition  Orders  were  made 
in  12  cases,  furthermore,  3  Clearance  Orders  were  confirmed  by 
the  Minister  involving  l8  houses,  thus  in  all  30  thoroughly 
unsatisfactory  houses  have  been  dealt  with.  It  is  doubtful  still 
therefore  how  many  cases  of  this  sort  remain  to  be  dealt  with.  The 
most  glaring  defects  have  been  dealt  •'rith  but  it  is  likely  that  a 
slnilar  number  7vij-l  reoiuire  action  to  be  talren  in  the  future.  It 
seeits  likely  fnat  these  demolitions  will  result  in  the  Council 
having  to  provide  enother  40  or  50  houses  but  the  matter  stil],

to  be  careful  that  they  do  not  wantonly  interfere  v/ith  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  structure.  In  support  of  this  I  v/ould  mention  that 
with  this  object  in  view  the  Council  nave  retained,  bought  and  are 
reconditioning  the  Old  Leigh  Poor  houses  which  date  from  l641. 
Since  the  passing  of  the  193^  about  30  houses  have  been 
preserved  in  this  manner. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 


During  the  past  year  a  complaint  was  made  from  one  village 
that  a  very  aged  inhabitant  living  in  conditions  of  filfth  and 
neglect  which  were  hardly  creditable.  Investigation  proved  that 
she  and  her  house  were  exceedingly  verminous  and  that  the  absence 
of  cleanliness  of  the  most  elementary  type  rendered  the  house  to 
be  a  public  nuisance.  Follov/ing  an  order  from  a  local  Court  she 
was  removed  to  an  Institution  for  personal  cleansing  and  her  house 
was  disinfested  by  spraying  and  fumigation. 

Most  of  the  contents  of  the  house  were  so  verminous  that  they 
had  to  be  destroyed,  the  consent  of  the  relatives  having  previously 
been  obtained. 


SCHOOLS. 

Throe  Schools  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  this  year  and 
observation  kept  on  the  others.  No  serious  epidemic  occurred  in 
any  school.  For  minor  complaints  tv/o  schools  have  been  thoroughly 
disinfected.

MILK  SUPPLY. 


During  the  past  year  the  Register  of  Dairies  has  "been 
thoroughly  overhauled  so  that  no?/  a  complete  record  in  sufficient 
detail  of  all  the  Dairies  is  available. 

Of  the  grave  defects  which  were  outstanding  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  there  are  nov;  only  two  cases  remaining  and  it  is  cerrain 
that  both  v/ith  regard  to  structure  and  cleanliness  the  conditions  of 
dairies  in  this  district  are  improving. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  only  one  Dairy  in  this 
district  supplies  pasteurised  milk  considering  the  obvious  dangers 
to  the  public  of  serious  disease  being  conveyed  by  raw  milk  it  is 
a  pitj/  that  no  more  than  one  Dairy  can  be  persuaded  to  supply 
pasteurised  milk.  Happily  both  the  large  public  schools  in  Sherborne 
for  Boys  and  Girls  insist  on  pasteurised  milk  for  their  pupils  pnd 
the  Dairy  which  sup]plies  them  is  very  well  kept.  The  milk  from  it 
has  been  tested  frequently  and  no  complaints  have  been  found.
